yees,’ Service Regulations, namely : — 

1 . ( 1 ) These regulations may be called the Air-India Em- 

ployees’ Service (Amendment) Regulations, 1977. 

(2) TTicy shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette, 

2. In the Air-India Employcc.>i’ Service Regulations, in 
Regulation 43A, for sub-Rcgulationl (ii), the following sub- 
Regulntion shall be substituted, namely : — 

“(ii)(a) An employee under suspension under sub- 
Regulation (1) shall be entitled to draw subsistence 
.tllowance equal to 50% of hLs basic salary provided 
the said authority is satisfied that the employee is not 
engugedt in any other employment or business or pro- 
fession or vocation. 

(b) In addition to the subsistence allowance admissi- 
ble under Clause (a) every such employee shall also be 
entitled to dearness allownnce/foreign allowance admis- 
sible on such subsistence allowance and any other com- 
pensatory allowance of which he was In receipt on the 
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tiate of suspension provided the said authority is satis- 
fied that the employee continues to meet the expenditure 
for which the allowance was grunted, 

(c) Where the peiiod of suspension exceeds six 
months the suid authority shall, for any periotl. subse- 
quent to the period of the first six months, be competent 
to vary the amount oL subsistence allowance ns follows ; 

(i) to increase the amount of subsistence allowance to 
75 per cent of the basic salary and allowances there- 
on, if, in the opinion of the said authority, the 
period of suspension has been prolonged, for reasons 
to be recorded in writing, not directly attributable 
to the employees under suspension, or 

(ii) to leduco the amount of subsistence allowance to 
25 per Cent of the basic salary and allowances there- 
on, if, in the opinion of the said authority, the 


period of suspension has been prolonged, for reasons 
to be recorded in writing, directly attributable to 
the employee under suspension, 

(d) If an employee is arrested by the Police on a 
criminal charge and bail is not grtmted, no subsistence 
allowance shall be payable. On grant of bail, if the 
competent authority decides to continue the suspension, 
the employee shall be entitled to subsistence allowance 
from the dale he is gianted bail.
